The New York City school sy stem emp loy s 57 
p sy chiatrists, 220 p sy chologists and 234 social 
workers, y et has acu te shortages of all three. 
There are not enou gh to cop e with the school 
sy stem’s emotionally maladju sted children. 
This has been disclosed in connection with 
the resignation of 79 teachers in one ju nior high 
school and the threatened resignation of many 
others becau se of disru p tiv e p u p ils. Some 9 .000 
of these already are in sp ecial schools. Abou t 
33.000 are in and ou t of agencies for p roblem 
children each y ear. 
Yet, a teacher-sp okesman in the school where 
the resignations occu rred say s 99 p er cent of 
the children in the most disadv antaged dis­ 
tricts, where non-English-sp eaking Pu erto Ri­ 
cans and imp ov erished Negroes hav e been 
crowded into too small an area, are sincere, 


coop rativ e and able and eager to lean. 
The p roblem is how to p rotect teachers and 
the majority of the stu dents against a tiny frac­ 
tion of u nmanageable y ou ths forced to stay in 
school by comp u lsory attendance laws. 
They canno» be ex p elled in New York City ’s 
crowded commu nities, becau se they lack family 
discip line and wou ld be tu rned ou t on the 
streets, to be p icked u p by the p olice. They are 
made to stay in school bu ildings, u nder p rotec­ 
tiv e cu stody , with teachers standing gu ard 
Comp u lsory edu cation has been tu rned into 
comp u lsory chaos for other stu dents, comp u lso­ 
ry danger for teachers forced to p reside ov er 
hoodlu ms and comp u lsory f u s trail on for an ed­ 
u cational sy stem. 
Hell, too, is p av ed with what started ou t to 
be good intentions. 


Countries Outgrow Eras 


United States’ Eu rop ean Command headq u ar­ 
ters at St -Germain Fn Lav e. France, has be-'n 
closed marking the official ex odu s of American 
military p ersonnel. 
There were wet ey es, both American and 
French, at the flag-lowering ceremony . Some 
Frenchmen are disgru ntled abou t losing their 
jobs. Some who rented ap artments or ran small 
bu sinesses catering to American trade are dis­ 
ap p ointed. 
Bu t most jiwt accep t it. They agree with 
French President Charles de Gau lle the mov e 
was good for the cou ntry ; it help ed strengthen 
nationalism and redu ce American influ ence in 
Eu rop e. 
There has been a feeling in America that De 
Gau lle s demand for remov al of all U.S. mili­ 


tary p ersonnel from French soil was a stab in 
the back. 
It is tru e France has little lov e for the Unit­ 
ed States; bu t the reasoning behind the with­ 
drawal goes deep er than that. 
From w ir to war. weap ons become obsolete. 
So do defense sy stems and defense p lans 
We liv e ai eras su ch as p re-war, war and 
p ost war. Each era calls for a different strate­ 
gy 
Post World War II strategy in Eu rop e is ou t­ 
dated; this combined with a growing sp irit of 
nationalism cau hes a reaction resu lting In an 
inev itable shakeu p . 
France was the first to react, and West Ger­ 
many is showing definite signs of being the 
second 


Bottle It and Sell It 


If the Ohio General Assembly can figu re ou t 
a workable antistrike law to keep p u blic em­ 
p loy es on the job no matter how determined 
they may be to walk off, the world will beat a 
p ath to Colu mbu s. 
Ev ery state and ev ery nation with worries 
abou t strikes of p u blic emp loy es wou ld want 
the formu la. A workable antistrike law to hob­ 
ble p u blic emp loy es with an u rge to ap p ly 
p ressu re on their emp loy er cou ld be bottled 
and sold. It wou ld be administrativ e elix ir of 
tacalcu able v alu e. 
Ohio legislators thou ght they had the elix ir a 
generation ago when they p assed the Fergu son 
Act — 4117 of the Ohio Rev ised Code. It had 
teeth like a crocodile. Pu blic emp loy es were 
forbidden to strike, p eiod. If they stru ck, they 
cou id be fired su mmarily . If they were rehired 


they cou ld receiv e no boost in p ay for at least 
a y ear and wou ld be on p robation for two 
y ears. If not rehired, they wou ld lose all their 
fringe benefits, thou gh the p hrase was not then 
in general u se. 
The Fergu son Act was tou gh. Ru t like the 
Condon-Wadlin Act in New York State, which 
the simp le reason it was too tou gh to be en- 
was ju st as tou gh, it cou ld not be enforced for 
forceable. 
It amou nted to an economic death sentence 
for any p u blic emp loy e who did what ev ery 
p riv ate emp loy e was doing rou tinely . It made 
second-class citizens of p u blic emp loy es. 
If Ohio’s General Assembly can figu re ou t 
how to keep p u blic emp loy es from doing what 
ev ery body else can do withou t the same effect, 
it will hav e carv ed itself a p lace in history . 


Those Constitution Changers 


There cu rrently is a crescendo of chatter 
abou t changing the Constitu tion, either throu gh 
amendment or statu tory doctoring, to su it the 
ideas of critics who charge the Su p reme Cou rt 
with misinterp reting that p reciou s docu ment. 
Their p rop osals shou ld be salted heav ily , then 
p u t aside for fu rther stu dy . They do not really 
think they can make any su bstantiv e changes 
in the Constitu tion. They do not ev en believ e 
they can water down its p rincip les by p assing 
statu tory laws that wou ld hav e to be ru led u n­ 
constitu tional if they actu ally did what their

framers p romised they wou ld do. 
The cu rrent crop of chatterers mu st be lik­ 
ened to a crop that has been talking abou t 
changing the Constitu tion for the greater p art 
of a centu ry — Confederate diehards still wav ­ 
ing Confederate flags and mooning abou t the 
Sou th rising again etc., etc. 
Peop le talking abou t taking the teeth ou t of 
the Fifth Amendment hav e no brighter p ros­ 
p ects of doing it than the Sou thern diehards 
ranting abou t getting rid of the Fou rteenth 
Amendment. 
Getting rid of a constitu tional p rincip le is a 
talking p oint with them, as it has been for 
Americans since the beginning of constitu tion! 
gov ernment That’s all it is. Scu ttling a consti­ 
tu tional p rincip le, short of the kind of nation­ 
wide crisis in law enforcement that cau sed re­ 
p eal of the Eighteenth Amndment, is imp ossi­ 
ble. 
Granted that there is cau se for concern abou t 
a few bad ap p les being released from cu stody 
becau se they were allowed to testify against 
themselv es imp rop erly , there is no cau se for 
alarm abou t the fu tu re of law enforcement. 
There is. instead, ev ery reasonable p rosp ect 
of better enforcement in the long ru n as law 
enforcers learn to be more thorou gh in p rep ar­ 
ing their cases—a p rosp ect that has been p oint­ 
ed ou t by many p olice au thoities. 
As for Constitu tion changers, they shou ld be 
asked to sp ecify jiwt what it is they p rop ose to 
change and how they intend to do i.t 


TRUMAN TWILL 


Problem Simply Solv ed 


At tu nes a follower of the news from Wash­ 
ington gets the eerie feeling that it’s 
a sort of 
nev er-nev er land. It su rely mu st hav e seemed 
that way to the late Michael Sehnell, of Salem, 
Ohio, after a cou p le of necou nters with the 
National Labor Relations Board 
Some y ears ago Mr. Sehnell thou ght it p ru ­ 
dent to begin liq u idating his bu siness, the 
Sehnell Tool & Die Corp . Disp osing of one of 
his p lants in 1962 Mr Sehnell fell afou l of the 
NLRB, which has held that an emp loy er mu st 
bargain with his emp loy es ov er any decision to 
get rid of p art of his bu siness. Bu t the board 
in tins case fou nd Mr Sehnell had done no 
wrong, being •’iti v ery p oor health” and u nable 
to carry on the management. 
Again, 
in 1964, Mr. Sehnell sold another 
p lant. Again, when the p lant u nion argu ed that 
he shou ld bargain with them abou t selling, it 
the NLRB ru led that the sale was “a bona fide 
transaction.” It also noted that, by the time it 
got arou nd to the case, sale of another p lant 
had comp leted liq u idation of Sehnell Tool & Die 
Corp . 
Nonetheless the board then ru led that be­ 


cau se the corp oration 
had been 
liq u idated 
p iece by p iece, each disp osal constitu ted 
a p ar­ 
tial closing, ev en thou gh it was p art of a total 
liq u idation Therefore, it decided, Mr. Sehnell 
shou ld hav e bargained with the u nion abou t the 
liq u idation, and nev er mind what it had said in 
the first case. 
Hav ing somehow reached that decision, the 
NLRB had to issu e some kind of an order. 
Smce there wasn't any comp any any more, it 
cou ld hardly order Mr Sehnell to bargain ov er 
something that did not ex ist. This did not bottl­ 
er the NLRB. It simp ly ordered Mr. Sehnell to 
bargain with the u nion as the emp loy es’ rep re- 
sentatne - if the comp any ev er resu med any 
op era tax is 
Moreov er, Mr Sehnell, in accord with NLRB 
regu lations, had to p ost a notice of comp liance 
with the board's order. With no p lant any long­ 
er. where to p ost it? Why , p u blish it in the lo­ 
cal newsp ap er 
said the board. Which Mr. 
Sehnell did End of case. 
This is not, as y ou might p ossibly think, a 
fairy tale. It is fou nd in 162 NLRB No 123. 
And it makes y ou wonder what they are going 
to do » ex t. there in nev er-nev er land 
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VI CTOR RI ESEL 
Reagan Changes His Image

WASHINGTON — It is strange how little of 
Ronnie Reagan filters across the land in this 
tel star y ear. He’s ty p e cast. 
Peop le p assionately cheer him or jeer him 
withou t knowing him. Esp e­ 
cially don't they know him 
ou tside the p ale. 
The 
su b­ 
stance, like it or not, differs 
'from the shadow. 
On the West Coast some 
day s ago, I heard someone 
lask the California gov ernor 
why he is so mu ch better in 
I p erson than in the old films. 
“Becau se I’m writing the 
scrip t now,” he retorted. 
And he is. Inside the p ale, for ex amp le, they 
may know of his relations with the Negro com­ 
mu nity . Bu t not ou tside. 
The gov ernor told u s that day that he is or­ 
ganizing to go into “ev ery p ocket of u nemp loy ­ 
ment to see if we 
cannot remov e from the wel­ 
fare roles those who really want to work and 
are cap able of p rov iding for themselv ss. And 
I'm su re it will meet with su ccess statewide.” 


BUT REAGAN talked not of a p u blic welfare 
op eration. He’s free enterp rise all the way . He 
believ es that with state backing the Negro com­ 
mu nities 
of 
the 
nation—9 ome 
call 
them 
ghettos—can be su ccored by the nation’s com­ 
merce and indu stry . 
I hav e heard him tell the story of a confron- 
tatron between Chad McClellan, a Ix * Angeles 
bu siness 
ex ecu tiv e, 
and 
a 
hu ndred 
y ou ng 
Negroes who admitted leading the grim Watts 
riots. 
“ McClellan ap p eared p ersonally before that 
grou p of y ou ng men,” said Reagan. “ Ev ery one 
had a jail record—y ou ng men who admitted 
they had led in the riots bu t had tu rned arou nd 
and organized themselv es actu ally to cu rb dis­ 
order in the fu tu re. And this was a grou p of 
fellows who, if y ou sent them to Vietnam, y ou 
wou ld not hav e to send weap ons. McClellan 
challenged them to take jobs. Of the 100 of 
them, 82 accep ted the challenge. 
“ And today they are working in p riv ate en­ 
terp rise jobs with records of no tardiness, no 
absenteeism. Some of them ev en are mov ing 
u p with p romotions.” 


THUS, the gov ernor sees the bu siness com­ 
mu nity —and not the federal gov ernment—as 
the salv ation of the Negro commu nity —from 
Watts to Harlem. 
As Reagan talked, his tone hit an ev angelical 
note—a blend of morality and statistics. 
“Actu ally ,” the gov ernor told his listeners, 


“in the cu rfew area of Los Angeles in 
16 
months, McClellan’s effort p u t 17,500 u nemp loy ­ 
ed into p riv ate enterp rise jobs. 
“ More than two-thirds of these newly emp loy ­ 
ed still remain in those jobs," he said. "Half o t 
the third which left simp ly mov ed on to better 
p ay ing emp loy ment.” 
The gov ernor, with his p enchant for anecdot- 
age. told another story . 
“They p u t to work so many p eop le of the 
Watts district that recently when they went into 
the area to try and find 30 q u alified bu s driv ers 
they cou ld not find a single u nemp loy ed man 
q u alified to take this job. 


“THERE STILL remains for the rest of u s a 
great hu man job of salv age in the other less 
than 50 p er cent of the u nemp loy ed (in Watts). 
Bu t we are mov ing on from there becau se this 
Chad McClellan has taken an assignment in 
state gov ernment at no cost to tax p ay ers. He 
will mobilize on a statewide basis the same 
kind of p rogram in p riv ate indu stry all ov er 
the state.” 
Reagan hit this like the old trade u nionist he 
once was—with organizational skill. 
Whether or not this is p art of the big coast 
to coash 
p u s h —a ga i n from Harlem to 
Watts—by the National Rep u blican Committee 
for a r a p p o r c h e m e n t with the nation’s 
Negroes—the fact is that Reagan- has a deep 
faith in it. It cou ld su cceed—from Watts to Bal­ 
timore, v ia Clev eland. It cou ld cool the su m­ 
mer. It cou ld sp awn new p olitical coalitions. 
It cou ld giv e Ronald Reagan m 1968 a more 
realistic image across the land than that which 
his angry critics hav e hu ng on him as a cam­ 
p u s cu t-u p and the silv er screen's man in the 
white hat. 
Reagan is now writing his own scrip t.

Constitution 
Crisis Looms 


TTie American sy stem of gov ernment Is in 
the midst of a crisis. Sev eral members of Con­ 
gress are ex p ressing alarm ov er it. 
President Johnson, on the other hand, v iews 
it as a natu ral ev olu tion. He calls for a 
new- 
kind of federalism” which, be say s, cou ld lead 
to grants of $80 billion annu ally in aid to the 
states in another fiv e y ears. This is fou r times 
the p resent ex p enditu re. 
The President, talking to 49 state and territo­ 
rial gov ernors at a meeting in Washington 
March 18, said, “We are going to hav e to aban­ 
don the old disp u tes abou t ‘states rights’ and 
‘state wrongs,’ abou t 'all-p owerfu l Washington' 
and ‘u nrep resentativ e state gov ernments.’ ” 
Bu t the imp ression that conferences designed 
to bring abou t coop eration between the federal 
gov ernment and the states are going to be ade­ 
q u ate is not v iewed as realistic. 
The situ ation was described the other day by 
Sen. John Stennis. D-Miss., a v eteran ju dge. He 
said1 "Centralized gov ernment may in theory 
p romise certain adv antages in efficiency , con­ 
sistency . and economy , bu t they are not real­ 
ized in p ractice. A striking ex amp le of the fail­ 
u re of centralized gov ernment to achiev e ev en 
these limited objectiv es was recently brou ght to 
light in Oakland. Calif. 
“A local agency condu cted a stu dy of the 
v ariou s federal p rograms in op eration in the 
city and made some startling discov eries. The 
stu dy rev ealed that there were no less than 140 
sep arate federal p rograms, rep resenting a fed 
era! inv estment of $87 million, fu nctioning with­ 
in the city . . . . 
“These figu res are ev en more astou nding 
when it is realized that Oakland is a city with 
a p op u lation of only 36 7.000. This situ ation was 
ap tly described in the p ress as ’140 cooks stir­ 
ring a siev e.’ 


“This brand of ’federaHsm’ is ru nning wild 
and u nless it is checked we will hav e nothing 
bu t a centralized gov ernment in which the ma­ 
jority of the p eop le will be held in bondage to 
a remote bu reau cracy by a network of federal 
grants and su bsidies. 
“ At last cou nt, there were ov er 170 federal 
aid p rograms, administered by 21 federal de­ 
p artments and agencies, with some 150 major 
bu reau s and offices in Washington, and 400 re­ 
gional or su bregional offices in the field. They 
will p arcel ou t $15 billion in federal aid to state 
and local gov ernments this fiscal y ear, and this 
figu re is ex p ected to q u adru p le by 1975. 
“ Du ring the same p eriod, almost 540 billion 
will be p aid directly to indiv idu als u nder v ar­ 
iou s federal p rograms su ch as Social Secu rity 
benefits, v eterans’ p ensions, military retirement 
and u nemp loy ment insu rance. 
“ Personally , I do not believ e ou r sy stem of 
gov ernment can carry su ch a load. Imp ossible 
financial bu rdens are gradu ally bu ilding u p to 
an u nbearable ex tent. The ‘v ested’ interest that 
millions of v oters hav e in a monthly check will 
u ndou btedly influ ence their v ote. 
“ A strong-willed p resident, once in office, can 
p erp etu ate his p arty in the White Hou se by 
re-electing himself if eligible, or his choice of a 
su ccessor if ineligible.” 
Variou s concep ts of a “ new federalism” hav e 
been adv anced m the last 30 y ears while the 
flow of federal money to the states — u nder 
the "New Deal,” the "Fair Deal,” the “New 
Frontier” and the "Great Society ’ — has been 
steadily increasing. 
Recently , p rop osals hav e been made by some 
of the gov ernors that the states shou ld gel a 
refu nd of federal tax rev enu es and decide for 
themselv es bow to sp end the money . Bu t these 
ideas are not getting a fav orable resp oase from 
the Johnson administration. 
Meantime, the federal gov ernment, with its 
almost u nlimited tax ing p ower, is imp airing the 
cap acity of the states to raise enou gh money to 
take care of their own needs. 
While there is p lenty of talk abou t “creativ e 
federalism,’ no p ractical p rogram has been ad 
v anced, and nearly ev ery new p roject is based 
u p on retention of federal p ower. 
State and local gov ernments are worried 
abou t it. 
Sooner or later a constitu tional conv ention — 
initiated by two thirds of the state legislatu res 
may be demanded in order to define clearly 
federal and state resp onsibilities.

• Uniform alcohol registrations, including making it illegal to drive with more than 1/10 


of 1 per cent alcohol in a person's blood. 
• Uniform traffic codes throughout a state consistent with other states. 
• Statewide emergency medical service systems. 
• Safety and modernization programs for street maintenance. 
• Driver training for all high school students.
